The teachers have worked faithfully and I believe 
they are getting the best of results. The attendance 
has been exceptionally good and is a credit to both 
teachers and pupils; 24 pupils or nearly 40 per 
cent of the whole number in school, had perfect at- 
tendance for the fall term and were awarded roll of 
honor badges. The contest which was carried on 
among the different schools was also a strong incen- 
tive toward regular attendance. This contest was 
won by the pupils of grades seven and eight. 


Standard tests were used in reading and arithmetic, 
and the results compared with those of other pupils 
who took the same tests. The results in arithmetic 
were above the average. Those in reading compared 
favorably but showed that emphasis could be placed 
upon the teaching of this subject to advantage. The 
work in both arithmetic and reading is being carried 
on in all of the grades, and other tests will be given 
at the end of the year to find out the improvement

which has been made. The work in the other sub- 
jects has been conducted according to the program 
of study and will compare favorably with that done 
in other schools. 

.Hot lunches are being served at noon, which are 
prepared under the direction of Miss Bartlett. About 
fifteen children are being served daily at a cost of two 
cent for each pupil. This is a feature of the work of 
the school which has.a very practical value. 

Instruction in music has been given in all schools 
by the different teachers. The operetta which was 
given as a part of the Hallowe’en entertainment, was 
a performance of very high character. The children 
did real well and it was evident that they had received 
very careful and able training. It is my opinion that 
this was an exhibition which would have been a credit 
to many larger schools, and one in which the parents 
and citizens might well take pride. 

Each teacher spends one day a week at the 
school house and has supervision of the children at 
the noon hour. This is a commendable plan and it 
solves a problem which is no small one, and one which 
always causes more or less trouble in any school; that 
is, the leaving of children at the school building dur- 
ing the noon hour by themselves. 

‘The high school is doing very well under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Harrington, and his general direction over 
the whole building is a strong factor in the successful 
administration of your school at the present time.
